The  Congregation  of  Notre  Dame,  at  one  time  threate 
in  Its  very  existence,  recovered  little  by  little  its  educatio 
prestige  of  former  years,  and  since  that  time  it  has  made  stei 
progress. 

Again,  the  Sulpicians  inaugurated  in  1796  a  scholastic  mo 
ment  which  gradually  and  successfully  developed  under  th 
auspices.

At  least,  twelve  hundred  children  received  instruction  gratis 
the  English  and  the  French  languages. 

When  the  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Schools  arrived  in  18S 
A  ontreal  had  seven  Catholic  primary  schools  for  boys.  In  tl 
same  year  the  firs^  Normal  School  was  founded  in  Montre< 
After  five  years  of  active  work  it  was  replaced  by  free  cours 
in  pedagogy,  given  by  the  Christian  Brothers  and  by  the  U 
leachers'  Association,  founded  in  1845. 

From  that  date,  owing  to  its  increased  extension,  educatic 
became  more  fully  organized.  It  is  sufficient  to  name  certa, 
dates  in  order  to  indicate  its  rapid  and  lasting  progress ;  the  ere 
tion  of  the  School  Municipality  of  Montreal  in  1845,  the  foundi 
tion  of  St  Mary's  Academy  in  1852;  the  Jacques  Cartier  Norm; 
School  and  the  Journal  of  Public  Instruction  in  1857;  the  succe« 
of  our  schools  at  the  Exhibitions  of  London,  Paris,  and  Ch 
cago;  in  the  different  pedagogical  Congresses  and  in  all  thj 
constitutes  the  work  of  modern  Education.

The  Bnildine  of  Schools. 

I  The  chief  duty  of  the  Commissioners  is  to  provide  their 

I  municipality  with  schools,  situated  as  much  as  possible,  in  the 
I  centre  of  the  locality  inhabited  by  the  rate-payers  whose  chil- 
I  dren  should  attend  that  school. 

^  If,  after  having  chosen  a  site  for  a  schoolhouse,  whether 

^  the  lot  be  vacant,  or  should  there  be  a  building  occupied  by  ten- 
J  ants  thereon,  the  Commissioners  and  the  proprietors,  not  being 
I  able  to  come  to  terms,  about  the  price  offered  in  commutation, 
I  or  if  the  proprietor  refqse  to  give  them  possession  of  the  grounds 
I  required,  within  ei^ht  days  after  the  Commissioners  have  made 
I  the  demand  by  writing,  the  question  will  be  decided  by  arbitra- 
I  tors,  appointed,  one  by  the  Commissioners,  and  one  by  the  pro- 
I  prietors,  and  the  third  by  a  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the 

district.     The  decision  of  the  arbitrators,  or  the  majority  of  them 

is  final. 

All  property  exempt  from  school  tax  cannot  be  expropriated 
for  the  purposes  above  mentioned.  The  Commissioners  should 
do  all  that  is  necessary  to  build,  repair,  maintain,  and  renew  all 
school  houses,  grounds,  fences  and  furniture  owned  by  them; 
to  rent  for  a  time,  or  accept  gratis,  the  use  of  dwellings  or  other 
buildmgs,  for  school  purposes. 

Whatever  concerns  plans  of  school  houses,  the  extent  of  the 
grounds  and  buildings,  the  dimensions  of  the  class-rooms,  ven- 
tilation and  heating,  the  Commission  shall  conform  itself  to  the 
aws  and  regulations  as  defined  by  the  Catholic  Committee  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  and  by  the  City.

The  Corporation  of  Montreal  actually  levies  a  tax  on 
estate,  sufficient  to  cover  the  amount  payable  by  the  said  ( 
poration  for  the  support  of  the  schools.  This  tax,  the  rate 
which  is  fixed  by  m.  Legislature,  actually  amounts  to  four  ter 
of  a  cent  m  the  dollar,  on  all  property  owned  by  Catholics  ; 
to  five  tenths  on  neutral  property;  this  tax  is  imposed,  collec 
and  recovered,  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  city  taxes  on  real  estate. 

Real  estate  belonging  to  religious  institutions,  or  corpo 
tions,  of  a  charitable  or  educational  character,  and  occup 
by  these  institutions  or  corporations  for  the  ends  for  which  tl 
base  been  established,  and  not  owned  by  them,  merely  to  dr 
a  revenue  therefrom,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  City  school  fc 

HISTORY  OF  THE  SCHOOL  TAX. 

The  first  laws  concerning  the  school  organization  of  Moi 
real  had  not  made  any  provision  for  raising  any  tax,  but  t 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  schools  were  directly  paid  for 
the  Municipal  Corporation. 

The  by-law  of  1867  authorized  the  collection  of  a  tax,  wit 
out  ordering  it;  the  by-law  of  1868  obliged  the  Commission 
levy  a  school  tax,  but  without  fixing  the  rate.  In  1870  tl 
amount  of  the  tax  was  settled  on  for  the  first  time;  it  was'  oi 
tenth  of  a  cent  on  the  dollar;  it  was  raised  to  one  fifth  in  187 
and  to  one  quarter  in  1892,  finally,  to  four  tenths  in  1906 

The  tax  called  neutral  is  raised  on  real  estate  belonging  i 

othe'rl"  tI  T"'f ''''''  -^h  as  Railroad  Companies  an 
others^  The  rate  is  five  tenths  of  a  cent  on  the  dollar,  and  it  i 
dmded,  according  to  the  respective  figures  of  the  Catholic  an 
rrotestant  populations. 

Besides  the  school  tax,  the  Commission  couJd,  since  189( 
exact  a  monthly  school  fee.     This  fee  has  been  abolished  sine 
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xp  in  good  1907,  so  that  the  schools  to-day  are  maintained  by  the  proceeds 

of  the  tax  on  real  estate.

Annexations. 

On  March  5th,  1915,  five  school  municipalities  in  the  suburbs 
were  annexed  by  acts  of  the  Legislature,  to  the  Catholic  School 
Commission  of  Montreal,  they  are  the  following:  Saint  Mark, 
Saint  Anselm,  Amherst  Park,  St.  Zotique,  and  that  of  Tetreault- 
ville.  As  a  result  of  these  annexations,  the  religious  communi- 
ties of  the  Brothers  of  Christian  Instruction,  the  Sisters  cf  Saint 
Ann,  and  the  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Names  of  Jesus  and  Mary,  who 
previously  dit  not  belong  to  the  Central  Board  of  Commissioners, 
are  now  represented  by  the  teaching  staff  of  some  one  of  these 
annexed  schools,  which  were  under  their  direction  at  the  time 
of  the  annexation  of  these  municipalities.

A  COURSE  OF  STUDIES  FOB  ADULTS. 


This  course  of  studies  is  established  to  complete  the  ele:nen- 
tary  education  of  those  who  cannot  any  lonjjer  atten<l  a  day 
school.  The  classes  are  open  in  the  evening  from  7.30  to  D 
o'clock,  in  eight  schools  for  boys,  i.  e.,  Montcalm,  Olier,  Cham- 
plain,  Edward  Murphy,  Helmont,  Sarsficld,  St.  Patrick  and  Our 
Lady  of  Mount  Carmel.  These  evening  schools  were  founded 
in  1889  by  the  Hon.  Honore  Mercier,  then  Premier  of  the  Pro- 
vince. The  Provincial  Government  defrays  the  principal  ex- 
|)enses,  by  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Commission,  a  sum 
of  money  sufficient  to  pay  the  salar>'  of  the  teachers. 

The  Government  reserves  to  itself  the  privilege  of  ap|x)int- 
iiig  a  special  officer,  called  Director  of  Evening  Schools,  wliose 
principal  duty  is  to  collect  the  statistics  of  the  said  schools.  The 
Commission  furnishes  gratis  the  buildings  for  this  work.  Tlie 
tiecessary  rules  and  formalities  for  the  organization  of  the  schools 
are  prepared  by  the  Director  General  and  the  Principals.  The 
ttaching  staflF  is  recruited  from  among  the  lay  teachers  employed 
in  the  schools.  This  choice  is  made  by  the  Director  General, 
and  should  be  ratified  bv  the  Commission.
